are guilty of charges that they 
conspired to advocate forcible ov- 
erthrow of the government.

In this country. 


The defendants have maintained 
that conviction would be tanta- 
mount to outlawing the party and 
making Illegal the activities of Its 
other leaders and members. 


If the 11 are found guilty, they 


face a maximum penalty of 10 
years In prison and a $10,000 fine 
each. 


The historic trial, the first of 


its kind directed at American Com- 
munism, has been in progress for 
nine months. 


Tense silence settled over the

House Refuses To 
Accept Flexible 
Price Supports 


Measure Slated To 
Go To Conference 
For Compromise 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—UP)— 
The house today refused to accept 
the senate's bill to set up a flex- 
ible system for farm price sip- 
ports. It stood by Its own meas- 
use continuing the present pro- 
pram of 90 percent of parity props 
for major crops. 


However, the house agreed to 


negotiate with the senate on a 
compromise, 
through 
a 
house- 


senate conference committee. This 
committee may face a rugged tug- 
o-war between representatives of 
the two bodies before any agree- 
ment Is reached. 


After weeks of debate, a coali- 


tion of senate Democrats 
and 


Republicans 
yesterday 
pushed 


through on a voice vote the farm 
support bill sponsored by Senator 
Anderson (D-NM) former secre- 
tary of agriculture. 


They substituted It for the one- 
year continuance of wartime-level 
price supports voted by the house 
in mid-July. Leaders of (he coal- 
ition said they are confident the 
house will accept the senate ver- 
sion eventually. 
Farm-minded 
house 
members 


talked equally optimistically about 
forcing senators 
to take 
their 
one-year 
extension 
of existing 


price props at least for 1960—a 
year when all 436 house members 
and more than one-third of the 
senators must face the farmers 
and other voters. 


Both the senate and house bills 
peg their proposed price supports 
to percentages of parity. Parity 
Is a price for a farm product 
deemed to be fair to the rarmer 
in relation to the coat of things 
he has to buy. 
However, the senate bill would 


revise the parity formula to take 
Into account the cost of hired 
hands. 


Under the senate bill, the gov- 
.ernment would 
support 
major 


crops in 1950 at 90 percent 
of 
parity, but only If they were un- 
der production or marketing con- 
trols. 
After 1950, iiupport levels 


could range down • to 75 percent. 
Under the house bill, support 


would continue through 1950 at 
the 90 percent of parity levels 
that were in effect during, the 
war. 


House leaders planned to send 
the dispute to a conference com- 
mittee—sometimes 
called 
the 
third chamber of congress—to try 
to adjust differences.

They will vote as a unit and five 
of the seven are strong support- 
ers of the fexible support price 
system.

Chinese Nationalists Flee 
Canton As Reds Near 


CANTON, China, Oct. 13.—UP)— 


The main body of the Canton Na- 
tionalist garrison fled westward to- 
night down the main highway. 


Nationalist resistance to the Com- 


munists In,the entire Canton region 
had collapsed. 


A few Nationalist soldiers were 


still seen on the streets about 9 
p. m., but they were hurrying^ to 
Join units that already had left the 
city. No defense preparations were 
evident.

Police were still on duty. No 


large-scale looting was 
reported, 


most of the population remaining 
Indoors. 
Gunfire was heard near 


North Station, three miles north 
of the city, but its cause was not 
known. 


All regular land, sea and , air 


transportation out of Canton was 
broken off. The British steamer 
Wuslh, the last vessel to get away 
tonight, left for Hong Kong with 
Chines practically clinging to the 
rails. A 
few 
foreigners 
were 
aboard. 


Telephone contact with 
Hong 
Kong was still open. 


HONG KONG, Oct. IS.—OP)—Tel- 


ephoned reports from Canton said 
Nationalist forces tonight abandon- 
ed tho South China City, 'Plans for 
all organized resistance ended with- 
in tho provisional capital. Entry 
of Communist troops is now await- 
ed. 


Earlier Information from Canton 


said troops had pulled out of Can- 
ton, but this was coupled with re- 
ports the Nationalists had been or- 
dered north to defend the city. 


New Zealand Presbyterian mis- 
sionaries told an Associated Press 
correspondent In Canton they had 
hoard heavy gunfire around Kongt- 
suen, 10 miles distant. 


But there was nothing as yet to 


Indicate whether the Nationalists 
were quitting the city under mili- 
tary pressure or whether they were 
attempting to reach , escape corri- 


dors ahead of the swift moving Red 
troops. 


Communist troops last were re- 


ported driving directly down the 
Canton-Hankow railroad to within 
30 miles of Canton. There was no 
telling 
whether 
the 
gunfire at 


Kongtauen was Red or Nationalist 
artillery or both. 


As yet, Hong Kong has heard no 


reports of Nationalist resistance. 
Instead, 80,000 Government troops 
In the Canton region face Isolation 
by encircling Reds and by Insuf- 
ficient shipping to escape to the 
sea.

Marketing Quotas 
On 1950 Cotton 
Crop Proposed 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 13—</P>— 


The Agriculture Department today 
proposed rigid marketing quotas 
designed to cut 1950 cotton pro- 
duction at least 20 per cent below 
this year's crop. 


Quotas must be approved by at 


least two-thirds of 
the 
growers 


voting in a secret referendum be- 
fore they go Into effect. Decem- 
ber 15 was set as the date for 
such an election. 


Quotas were last used for oot- 


ton in 1942 when they were approv- 
ed by 93.9 per cent of the grow- 
ers voting. 


The accumulation 
of a 
new 


cotton surplus from the 1948 and 
1949 crops led the department to 
propose quotas now. 


It was more than $500,000,000 


Invested in exra supplies turned 
over to It by growers under price 
auppot programs. 


Tho quota program sets a na- 


tional cotton planting allotment of 
21,000,000 acres for 1050, the min- 
imum permitted by 
law. 
This 


compares 
with 
26,380,000 
acres 


planted this year. 


At the 1944-48 yield to the acre, 


the 21,000,000 acres would produce 
about 11,733,750 bales—the figure 
which the department set as the 
1950 national marketing quota. 


Such a crop would be abou 24 


per cent below the 15,446,000 baljs 
produced this year. 


If tho 1950 yield to the acre 


should turn out to be above the 
1944-48 
average, 
the 
quantity

Truman Gets 
Defeated As 
Olds Rejected 


WASHINGTON, Oct. IS.—UP)— 


A smarting 53 to 15 defeat of the 
reappolntment ef Federal Power 
Commissioner , Leland Olds today 
handed President Truman his third 
—and sharpest—senate rebuff this 
year on an important nomination. 


Despite the pressure of party dis- 


cipline which Mr. Truman marahal- 
led behind the nominee, the senate 
refused overwhelmingly to return 
Olds to the commission for a third 
term. 
, 


The vqte came shortly after mid- 


night. It followed weeks of debate 
which steadily mounted In heat and 
bitterness. 


Opponents shouted that Olds Is 


a foe of capitalism, that 20 years 
ago he wrote articles that helped 
promote Communism. 


Senator Edwin C. Johnson (D- 


Colo) called him "a warped, tyran- 
nical, mischievous, egotistical cha- 
meleon whose predominant color 
la pink." 


Senators supporting the nomina- 


tion countered with charges that 
private gas and oil Interests woro 
backing the fight against Olds. 


They pictured him as a devotod 


public servant trying to protect 
consumers by effective utility regu- 
lation. 
Democratic Leader Lucas, of Il- 


linois, refused to say, after tho 
vote, what effect Mr. Truman's di- 
rections for .the party to take the 
Olds fight back to the people had 
on the outcome. 


Tho President went all-out to win 
approval for Olds after the Senate 
Commerce Commltte had voted 10 
to 2 against him. He made appeals 
directly to Congress. Then he set 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee to raking the grass roots in 
support of the nominee. He asked 
that the party's national commlt- 
teemen and Democratic governors 
rally support for the nomination. 


Attlee Rejects 
Demand For Fall

LONDON, Oct. IB.—UP)—Prime 


Minister Attlee turned down today 
demands for a general parliamen- 
tary election this fall and decided 
that his Labor government would 
ride out Britain's economic, crisis. 


Tho announcement that there 


would be no early election was 
made, an official statement said, to 
quiet "disturbing effects on trade 
and Industry" caused by widespread 
speculation of a vote thla fall. 


The Labor governments five-year 
term runs until next July. Under 
Britain's constitutional system, the 
prime minister has authority to call 
an election at any time. 


Ever since Britain devalued the 


pound from $4.03 to $2.80 on Sept 
18 there has been a rash of predic- 
tions that Attlee might seek an 
early vote of confidence from the 
people. 


Leftwlng Laborltes had urged-a 


vote soon on the ground that rising 
prices caused by devaluation might 
cut Into the government's populari- 
ty within a few. months.

Secretary of State Acheson's blast 
against the "Soviet Masters" con- 
trolling • eastern Germany made It 
plain today that the U. S. Is pull- 
inff no cold-war punches because 
of Russia's atomic explosion. 


Speaklnj* out for the first time 
since President Truman made his 
Sept. 23 announcement of. the Rus- 
sian A-blast, Acheaon referred to

state as an "autocratic Communist 
regime." 


At his news conference late yes- 
terday, the secretary also brushed 
off protests from

man government as "subservient" 
and controlled by Moscow-direct- 
ed Communists, Acheson pledged 
continued full support from

and popular basis." 


He noted that In the Soviet zone 
elections are reported postponed 
for a year, and declared that "the 
new government and Us

AbiiitNO'iui*—I'lana are un- 
der way for an imposing memorial 
here to Mohandas K. Qandhl, Indi- 
an Nationalist and religious leader, 
who was assassinated In January, 
1948. 
Congress has approved a res- 
olutlon authorizing the memorial, 
and a newly-formed Gandhi Memo- 
rial Foundation will be responsible 
for Its erection and maintenance. 
The site will be designed by the 
U. 8. Fine Arts Commission, which 
passes upon location and types of 
such projects In Washington. 
Sirdar J. J. SlngH of New York, 
president of the India League of 
Amercla, announced tha formation 
of the Foundation, 
It will soon 
launch a public appeal for funds 
for the memorial all over the Unit- 
ed States. The Foundation hopes 
:o raise $10,000,000 for the struc- 
ture. 


Within six months the Founda- 


tion expects to announce prizes (or 
the best design for the memorial 
and for landscaping the grounds. 
The Foundation, according to Mr. 
Singh, hopes to begin work within 
a year and to finish within three 
years. 


The memorial will have an audl- 
arlum seating 600 people. It .will 
also have galleries where famous 


art of India will be exhibited and a 
library of works on and by Gandhi. 
The India League of America, 
founded 10 years ago with head- 
quarters in New York has some 
1200 members, mostly Americans 
representing 40 of the 48 states. 
One of its main objectives is to fos- 
ter better relations and friendly Un- 
derstanding between the peoples of 
India and of this country. 
"Pasage by the U. S. Congress of 
the resolution authorizing erection 
of the memorial already has cre- 
ated a tremendous flow of good will 
in India toward the people of the 
United States. Mr. Singh told me, 
"The action made front page news 
everywhere in India." 
Congresman Celler (D-NY), who 


introduced the resolution in the 
House, says, "The bill symbolizes 
the closeness of cultural and spirit- 
ual relations between India and 
the United States and should, fore- 
shadow even greater unity between 
the two great nations. 


"The ways of Gandhi are 
the 
ways of the universe, Gandhi did 
not live for India alone. He set a 
Pattern of life for peoples every- 
where to follow. It is well that 
we in the United States offer this 
trbiute of respect to his memory 
and hereby show our admiration 
for the great commonwealth of 
India."

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Prophet Of Remote Centures 
Calls For Good Government 


Member Of Ruling Class Became Champion 
Of the Underprivileged—Isaiah Held To 
Moral Basis Of Government—Wealth Of A 
Nation This Character Of Its People

Some years oi?o, a distinguished 


British statesman, the Marquess of 
Salisbury, arose in tho House of 
Lords and said, along with much 
»lsc to the samo effect: "The caus0 
of the world's state Is not eco- 
nomic; the cause ls moral. 'What 
we want are God-guided personal- 
Hies, which make God-guided na- 
tionalities, to make a new world. 
All other Ideas of economic ad- 
justment are too small really to 
touch the center of the evil." 
President Roosevelt, In a radio 


address, had voiced tho same con- 
viction: "No greater thing could 
come to our land today than a re- 
vival of a spirit of religion—a re- 
vival that would sweep through 
tho homes of the nation and stir 
th0 hearts of men and women of 
all faiths to a re-assertion of their 
belief In God and their dedication 
to His will for themselves and for 
their world. I doubt If there Is any 
problem—social, political, or eco- 
nomic—that would not melt away 
before the fire of such a spiritual 
awakening.'1 


Basic Problems Theological. 
The necessity for moral sound- 


ness In all human relationships Is 
a truth not always recognized but 
one which never loses Its signifi- 
cance with the passing of time. 
Isaiah, the great Hebrew prophet 
who lived more than 2700 yeare ago, 
never tired of calling the attention 
of his contemporaries to this basic 
gact. And because he did It so ef- 
fectively and with such spiritual 
passion, his words have echoed 
down across the centuries to guide 
our policies and add power to our 
moral purpose, 


Isaiah was a man of dlstin 
gulshed birth, perhaps a member 
of the royal family. Kings and 
rulers did not want to listen to him 
because he hewed to a moral lino 
which has never 
been popular 


among 
politicians 
and kindred 


tlmeservers. Isaiah believed that 
thin la God's world, and such being 
the case men cannot flout God's 
laws In 
their management 
of 
world affairs. 


In the first chapter of the book 
which bears his name, he de- 
nounces Jerusalem as an unfaith- 
ful city, full of political and mor- 
al corruption, ripe for the Judg- 
ment of God. 
The Mighty One 
has a program of reform and It Is 
a grim one. He will ease Himself 
of His adversaries, separate the 
good from the evil among men 
and things, and so restore Justice 
KW righteousness, that Jerusalem 
shall be called "The city of right- 
eousness, a faithful town." 


Sound Civic Morals. 


The 
indictment Isaiah 
makes 
against Jerusalem sounds striking- 
ly like similar indictments—some 
made by journalists and others by 
grand juries—of many a (nodern 
city. We insist on believing that 
our modern civic ailments are eco- 
nomic and political in their na- 
ture. 
When will wp learn that 


this Is a mistake? We live in a 
universe which Is primarily spirit- 
ual in Its nature, and our prob- 
lems, therefore, are for the most 
part spiritual problems. Cities of 
righteousness, faithful towns? We 
can hava thert all over this broad 
land of ours, if we win meet the 
spiritual 
requirements 
of good 


government. 
WP can 
be 
sure 
that what we need to supplant our 
chaos and splf-lnterest are Integ- 
rity and good will. 


A Religious Diplomat. 
It Is also Important for us in 
these days of International nego- 
tiations to remember that Isaiah 
was an internationalist, and that 
he held to his internationalism, 
without in the least doing violence 
to his profound loyalty to his na- 
tive land. He was a good citizen 
of his country, and he was a good 
citizen of the world. 
In a day 
when a jealous and hostile nation- 
alism was almost universal, Isaiah 
dared to prophecy that Judah'a 
erstwhile enemies would in time 
become her allies. 
But he was 


insistent that spiritual unity had 
to come before political, H« was 
' certain that when men were unit- 
ed In spiritual purpose, they could 
easily be brought together on po- 
litical 
procedure. 


Situations such as the one in 
which Isaiah stood, .bring home to 
us the realization that the Bible 
continues to be the most moderu 
of books In every age. It deals 
With eternal truth, and because It 
docs, men of every ago can open 
It and read the guidance they 
need amid life's, complex events. 
Does this mean that diplomats, 


law-makers, prime ministers, and 
presidents can use the Bible as a 
guide, just as preachers attempt 
to do? It cmana jlst that. The 
world'g greatest statesmen have 


been men who had a deep appre- 
claatlon of the spiritual nature or 
political and international mat- 
ters. 
The United Nations cannot 


succeed without it cleaves to a 
certain line—a party line, If you 
wish—and that line the unwaver- 
ing spiritual principles set forth 
In the revealed Word of God. 
There is no other road alon- 


whlch tired, badgered, war-worn 
humanity can travel 
save the 


spiritual rond. 
Only one road 


leads to ..dollverancn; and that 
road runs over the hill on which 
stood three crosses. The spiritual 
conception ot life, culminating In 
the cross of Christ, 'can alone de- 
liver the world from death.

suggested by this statement 
is one thing. But the possi 
bility of accidents is quite 
ariother thing. If the Broth 
erhood can see a possible 
chain of incidents, stemming 
from lack of an engine at- 
tendant, which might cause 
an accident, its information 
should be presented at once 
to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for study by 
safety experts. If it knows 
of any accidents w h i c h 
might have been preventet 
by an engine attendant, the 
facts should be stated.

CHEAPER BREAD 


It was announced recent 


ly in Rome that the Italian 
government had ordered a 
ten per cent reduction in the 
price of bread, which would 
bring the 
price in Rome 


down to about six and a half 
cents for a pound loaf 
Across many minds must 
have flashed the thought 
that it would be nice to be 
able to buy bread for six or 
seven cents a loaf, on order 
of the government. 


Fixing the price of a loaf 


of bread by government or 
der may have some advant 
ages, but a lot of other 
things go along with that 
p r a c t i c e . A governmen 
which can fix the price of 
bread and other foodstuffs 
can also fix 'the amount 01 
wages a man can earn, the 
number of hours he must 
work in a week, and the kmc 
of work he must do. It can 
regulate the kind of house 
he lives in, and many other 
things that determine the 
kind of life he lives. Through 
these things the govern- 
ment may give a man se- 
curity, of a sort, and he may 
be able to buy a loaf of 
bread for six and a half 
cents. 


Some Americans are voic- 


ing a desire for that kind ol 
security, the security of gov- 
ernment control over their 
lives. Would they really be 
able to live under such con- 
trol, without suffocating? It 
might be better to let the 
baker and consumer arrive 
at their'own price for the 
bread, though it be a few 
cents higher. It might alsu 
be well to remember that the 
Italian does not have 
the 


rest of the 
abundant and 


varied 
American 
dietary. 


We pay for it under private 
enterprise—but we get it.
